President Van Buren’s Proclama­ 
tion of March 28. 1837 
All are fam iliar w ith President 
Monroe’s proclam ation of August 
10, 1821, which adm itted Missouri 
into the union and closed her four 
years 
m em orable 
struggle 
for 
statehood, but few 
ate 
fam iliar 
with the proclam ation of 
Presi­ 
dent Van Buren issued one hun­ 
dred and one years ago this week, 
on March 28, 1837, which com­ 
pleted the annexation by Missouri 
o f the Platte Purchase 
country, 
ended seven years of State 
and 
National legislation on the sub­ 
ject, and established the present 
northw estern 
boundary 
of 
the 
State of Missouri. 
President Van B uren’s proclam ­ 
ation may be traced indirectly to 
an act of Congress of 
May 
28, 
1830. 
This act form ally defined 
the governm ent’s policy of locat­ 
ing eastern Indians west of 
the 
Mississippi 
river 
and especially 
provided that the 
president 
in 
making such assignm ents 
might 
secure and guarantee the lands to 
the Indians in perpetuity. Accord­ 
ingly u treaty was concluded 
at 
Prairie du Chien, on July 15, 1830, 
which gave the governm ent con­ 
trol of a large area of land west 
of the Mississippi river including 
the Little Platte country. 
It was 
specified in the treaty, however, 
that the land so relinquished was 
to be reassigned under the direc­ 
tion of the president 
to 
Indian 
tribes then living on the land and 
to such other tribes as the presi­ 
dent might w-ish to locate there. 
This treaty was followed by an­ 
other at Chicago, on 
Septem ber 
26, 1833, which proposed placing 
some Indian tribes from the Great 
Lakes region on lands which in­ 
cluded the northern part ot 
the 
Platte Purchase country. 
These treaties brought forth a 
storm of protest from the settlers 
in Clay, Clinton and DeKalb coun­ 
ties. 
They objected 
to 
having 
thousands of Indian^, perm anently 
placed upon the western 
border 
and to 
the 
loss, 
“forever,” 
to 
white occupation 
of 
the 
fertile 
valleys and prairies of the Little 
Platte. 
The 1 
to 
settlers 
in 
northw est Missouri of the 
Mis­ 
souri river f r steam boat 
trans­ 
portation was also looked upon as 
an 
economic 
tragedy. 
Public 
meetings were ncld, settlers mov­ 
ed, in “western fashion,” to hold 
the region, while petitions 
were 
addressed to the G eneral Assem­ 
bly and Congress asking that the 
territory be annexed to the State 
of Missouri. Accordingly a resolu­ 
tion to amend the Missouri con­ 
stitution by including the 
Little 
Platte country within 
the 
State 
was passed in 1833 and the am end­ 
m ent was adopted by 
the 
next 
G eneral Assembly in 
November, 
1834. 
In W ashington, D. C., 
Senator 
Lew’is F. Linn, from Missouri, at 
once assumed 
leadership 
in 
a 
movement to prevent the adoption 
of the Chicago treaty and to secure 


Congressional 
action 
perm itting 
annexation. 
He succeeded in both 
undertakings. 
On May 22, 1834, 
the senate refused to ratify 
the 
Chicago treaty in its original form 
and President Jackson, on June 7, 
1836, approved the im portant act 
of Congress whjch m ade possible 
the extension of M issouri’s west­ 
ern b o u n d a ry to the Missouri river 
us soon as the Little Platte coun­ 
try could be removed from the re­ 
strictions of the treaty of Prairie 
du Chien and Missouri’s assent to 
the provisions of the act could be 
obtained. 
The quiting of the Indian claims 
to the Little Platte country 
was 
obtained by three separate treat­ 
ies, popularly known as the Platte 
Purchase. 
Zachary Taylor

chased the rights of Sioux W a-ha- j 
shaw ’s band for 
$400 
worth

presents. 
William Clark, at Fort j 
Leavenw orth, secured the 
claims 
of the M issouri band of Sacs and 
Foxes for $7,500. a new home west 
of the Missouri river 
and

m ent also agreed to erect a num ­ 
ber of houses and provide 
live­ 
stock, agricultural implem ents, u 
blacksmith and

teacher. 
The 
rem aining claims were secured by ! 
Henry Dodge, on October 15, 1836, j 
for $4,520 worth of m erchandise, j 
The Indian claims having been j 
removed, Missouri gave her 
as­ 
sent, on December 16, 1836, to the 
provisions whereby 
the 
federal 
governm ent retained ail 
original 
rights to the soil. 
Three 
m onths 
later, on M arch 28, 1837, President 
Van Buren issued 
the 
following 
proclam ation: “Now Therefore, I. 
M artin Van Buren, President of 
the United States of Am erica, do, 
by this my proclam ation, declare 
and make known, that the Indian 
title to all said lands 
lying 
be­ 
tween the State of Missouri and 
the Missouri river, has been ex­ 
tinguished, and that the said act 
of Congress of the 7th of 
June, 
1836, take efteat from 
the 
date 
hereof.” In this m anner, 
sixteen 
years after the adm ission of Mis- 
s »uri into the union, 
the 
Platte 
Purchase country, which today in­ 
cludes the six counties of Andrew, 
Atchison, Buchanan, Holt, Noda­ 
way and Platte, 
the 
treaty 
of 
July 15, 1830. while giving definite 
form to the governm ent’s Indian 
policy, probably hastened the ex­ 
tension of w hite settlem ent in the 
Indian 
territory 
of 
the 
Little 
Piute country, the very thing they 
were designed to prevent.
